The Book of Knowledge was originally 
based on an English work, The Children’s 
Encyclopedia. The first American edition 
appeared in 1910 under the auspices of 
The Grolier Society. In the 1959 edition 
the subtitle has been shortened to the 
original title “The Children’s Encyclo- 
pedia” dropping “That Leads to Love of 
Learning” which appeared in earlier edi- 
tions. 

For the purpose of this review the 1952 
edition has been used for comparison. Re- 
views of previous editions were published 
in Subscription Books Bulletin January 
1932, July 1935, January 1941, July 1947, 
and April 1953. The publishers have in- 
formed the Subscription Books Commit- 
tee that early in 1957 The Grolier Society 
held a series of editorial conferences with 
outstanding school and children’s librari- 
ans, practicing school personnel, and pro- 
fessors of education for the purpose of 
gaining guidance for development of the 
encyclopedia. According to the publish- 
ers, the 1959 edition begins to reflect the 
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recommendations of these meetings. 

In the preface to The Book of Knowl- 
edge the editors state their plan and pur- 
pose. Information covering the major 
interests of children from six to fifteen is 
organized into departments. “Within each 
department, the story of knowledge is 
told, step by step, in proper reading 
order .. .” to enable children “to develop 
a love of reading, to use learning to enrich 
their lives, to gain both background and 
downright pleasure from knowledge.” The 
departments, as in earlier editions, include 
Wonder Questions, The Earth, Science, 
Animal Life, Plant Life, Our Own Life, 
All Countries, The United States, Canada, 
Familiar Things, Literature, Stories, Fa- 
mous Books, Poetry, The Arts, Men and 
Women, Golden Deeds, and Things To 
Make and Things To Do. The departments 
are placed throughout the volumes of the 
set in the belief that “at the elementary 
stage of reference reading the child’s in- 
terest would usually wane after many 
pages.” For example, the department 
Golden Deeds is in 16 of the 20 volumes. 

According to the publishers, the basic 
purposes “relate both to fact-finding and 
to further reading: (1) to provide factual 
information, (2) to provide background 
and related information, (3) to stimulate 
the young person to further reading with- 
in the reference source in his hands, and 
(4) by this sequence to lead him to read- 
ing in a collection of library books.” 

The length of articles varies greatly. 
The article on bridges, for example, covers 
16 pages; more than 3 pages within a 50- 
page series on airplanes are devoted to 
helicopters. A group of related articles on 
Indians combining information on _his- 
torical background, ways of life, various 
tribes, and conditions today covers 70 con- 
tinuous pages and presents information in 
related units rather than in isolated pieces. 

The wviting is clear and appropriate for 


the elementary through junior high school 
level for which the set is intended. Many 
of the articles are signed by the contribu- 
tors who are experts in their fields. Since 
the 1952 edition, many new contributors 
have been added to the already distin- 
guished list of authors of signed articles. 
There are also new articles by former 
contributors. Among these are Roy Chap- 
man Andrews who wrote Which Animals 
Sleep All Winter?; Elizabeth Chesley 
Baity, author of America’s First People; 
Ann Nolan Clark who wrote Indian Boys 
and Girls; and Mary Ellen Chase who 
contributed Silas Crockett. New illustra- 
tors include Vera Bock, Rafaello Busoni, 
Fritz Eichenberg, Nicholas Mordvinoff, 
and Grace Paull. 

The material, spot checked and com- 
pared with other juvenile encyclopedias, 
is accurate, reliable, and in large part 
up to date. The article Satellites and 
Spaceships, for example, is handled well 
by Willie Ley and has information as re- 
cent as the dog in the Russian satellite. 
Hawaii’s statehood is included in the 
article Hawaii although its new status is 
not noted on the page illustrating state 
and territorial flags in another volume of 
the set. The same is true of Alaska. 

The changes between the 1952 and 1959 
editions have been extensive. There are 
the same number of volumes (19 text vol- 
umes and 1 index) but the contents have 
been greatly revised. The 1959 edition 
provides up-to-date material that meets 
the informational needs of children from 
elementary through junior high school. 
The publishers state that 55.6 per cent of 
the pages have been revised since 1952, 
almost three fourths of these representing 
new or completely revised pages. These 
have all been reset in the new format that 
had been started in the 1952 edition. 

Major revisions have been made in a 
wide variety of articles such as Russia,

The revision of the set is shown not 
only in new and enlarged articles but in 


abridgments and sharpening of articles as 
well. In 1952 there was a two-page story | 


about Edward Trudeau under the heading 


The Beloved Physician. In 1959 Trudeau | 


is found in a brief biographical note in 
the index volume. Many of the revised 
articles have been rewritten by their 
original authors, some revised only slight- 
ly, and some completely rewritten and 
with an entirely new format, as The Boy 
Scouts of America. 

Some subjects are presented in new 
articles such as The Electron Microscope, 
The Story of Antibiotics, Advertising, and 
World War II. 

Not only has the material generally con- 
sidered encyclopedic been greatly revised 
and reset in the new format, with articles 
added for new subjects, but also in the 
departments of Wonder Questions, Fa- 
mous Books, Stories, Poetry, and Things 
To Make and Things To Do there are 
many entirely new articles on a great 
variety of subjects: Take Care of Your 
Bicycle, Make Friends with Your Library, 
and How To Play Badminton. 

A few new stories have been added to 
the Stories department. The story of 
“Henny Penny” has been put in new for- 
mat with extra-large type for beginning 
readers. Several stories have been 
dropped. This is also true in the depart- 
ment of Famous Books. Four have been 
dropped and eight new ones have been 
added. The pattern is the same as that 
used in the 1952 set: an introduction to 
the book, the story told briefly, and a note 
about the author. 

The Poetry department has been mod- 
ernized in format and changed in content, 
with some new poems added and some old 
ones dropped. Some poets included are 
Blake, Browning, Emerson, and a few 
modern poets such as Millay, Frost, and 
Sandburg. Words to some songs are also 
included as “Home, Sweet Home,” “God

Bless America,’ and “My Old Kentucky 
Home.” There is still, in the index volume, 
a separate Poetry Index with the poems 
entered under author, title, and first line. 
The subject index for the poetry is now 
incorporated in the General Index. 

The illustrations add greatly to the at- 
tractiveness of the set. Forty-nine per cent 
of them have been inserted since 1952. 
New illustrations have been added even 
when the major article has not been 
changed, e.g., Mushrooms and Sea Shells. 
The new illustrations compare favorably 
with the best in other encyclopedias in 
color reproduction and design. The total 
effect is one of uneven quality since the 
new and the old are about equal in num- 
ber. 

The key to any topically arranged set 
is its index. With this in mind the pub- 
lishers use volume 20 as the index volume. 
The General Index has been revised to 
include changes in the set. In the 1952 
set subtopics were usually arranged al- 
phabetically under the main topic, but in 
some instances the most important article 
was placed first. In the 1959 edition sub- 
topics are always listed alphabetically 
under the main topic. The practice of 
starring important entries has been con- 
tinued. The publishers count 37,539 page 
references and 2,068 fact entries. Also 
found in the index volume are an intro- 
duction on how to use the General Index, 


Index of Things To Make and Things To 
Do, Poetry Index, Art Index, Declaration 
of Independence (historical note and 
text), and Constitution of the United 
States (note and text). The index section 
is accurate and it facilitates finding ma- 
terial in the set. 

The General Index shows clearly the 
number of different volumes in which a 
subject appears. See and see also refer- 
ences also help interpret the contents and 
make them readily accessible. Under 
Switzerland, for example, there are ten 
entries and six volumes involved. This 
should prove to be helpful for libraries 
that have several children seeking infor- 
mation on the same subject simultane- 
ously. 

The Book of Knowledge has a new look 
both inside and out. The binding is 
sturdite, paneled in bright red and ivory 
and stamped in gold. The paper has been 
changed to white “Blendtext enamel.” 
This tends to make a much brighter and 
fresher appearing page than the off-white 
of the 1952 edition. 

The Book of Knowledge is a combina- 
tion of reference material and informa- 
tional reading. Besides: supplying refer- 
ence information designed for children, 
the publishers aim to provide material for 
further curricular reading, for the devel- 
opment of background in fields of personal 
interest, and for stimulation of continued 
reading in related topics. The 1959 edi- 
tion with its comprehensive indexing, its 
expansion and relocation of reference ma- 
terial, plus its provision of exploratory 
reading is, on the whole, successful in 
meeting the aims and purposes of its pub- 
lishers. 

Because The Book of Knowledge has the 
dual purpose of supplying reference ma- 
terial and providing informational and 
recreational reading, the reference is, of 
necessity, not as wide in its range or as 
detailed as in encyclopedias devoted solely 
to reference. In comparison with the 1952 
edition, the 1959 edition shows extensive 
revision in all departments, including up- 
to-date information, analytical indexing, 
modern format, and attractive illustrative

ginnings of civilization were evident. Ad- 
dressed to the layman, the book modestly 
offers an account of human evolution which 
is as complete and accurate as anthropology 
and archaeology can make it at the moment. 
A sound and very readable treatment, but 
possibly a little less appealing to American 
readers than Howells’ Mankind in the mak- 
ing (Book.ist 56:260, Ja 1 60).

EING three-fourths Yankee, 
x I was suspicious of my in- 
stantaneous enthusiasm for this 
new encyclopedia for “young- 
grade children.” Now after thor- 
ough examination and enjoy- 
ment of the “sixteen accurate, 
fact-filled volumes, dramati- 


cally illustrated with more than 
6,000 color pictures,” I am even 
more enthusiastic. 

It is, to begin with, very in- 
viting. The thin volumes are as 


easy to handle as any picture- 
book. They look young and un- 
formidable. 

The straight alphabetical ar- 
rangement of material (aard- 
vark to zoos), with plenty of 
“see” references for further 
reading, is always a favorite 
with young children. The arti- 
cles are written in short sen- 
tences and with such clarity 
that even a difficult subject 
such as Labor Union or Insur- 
ance can be understood.

Further- 
more, an encyclopedia is not the 
end but the beginning of knowl- 
edge, and it is expected that 
children will go on from there 
to other books on the subject.

A new statement of the basic requirements for functional school 
library programs prepared by the American Association of School 
Librarians in cooperation with consultants from 20 other national 
professional and educational organizations. The standards are both 
qualitative and quantitative. They can be used in planning and 
evaluating library programs by every school because they apply 
to all types of schools, public, private and parochial; cover all grade 
levels from kindergarten through grade 12 and all grade combina- 
tions; provide specifically for new schools and schools with fewer 
than 200 students. 

The standards cover three main areas: principles of policy and 
practice that make the library program an educational force in the 
school; principles of administration and organization that make the 
school library an efficient tool; and specifications for the staff, ma- 
terials collections, funds, quarters, and equipment required for the 
successful translation of principles into action.
